PAVING THE BttTJARE. 


One of the important public meas 


Tires whicu will come up before the 
present council -within a short time 
will be the paving of the public 
square. It is a matter of regret that 
the ordinance authorizing this im- 
provement does not contemplate the 
use of any other material than brick 
for'paving, for it is'admitted by com- 
mon consent that asphaltem p u v ^ 
would have :made a much better ap- 
pearance on a large plot like the pub- 
lic square than brick, or any other 
"form of paving. However, the coun- 
cil decided on brick, for reasons 
which seemed sufficient to ihem, and 
it now remains for them to procure 
tlw best of material and workman- 
ship for the paving. There should be 
careful tests made o* the quality of 
the brick upon wfcu-i, different bid- 
ders make estimates. 
The expert 


ence of cities which have used brick 
is that some are too soft, with too 
great absorbtive ability. They re- 
tain too much water and in winter 
freeze and thaw and grow soft; others 
are too hard and brittle and chip off 
with the action of wheels rollnlg 
over them. A careful test will be 
necessary 
that 
these 
extremes 


b« avoided, and a selection made 
of only sound, well-burned brick 
made 
from 
good 
material, 
not 


burned 
enough 
to 
make them 


brittle. 
If 
possible, these tests 


fthonld be public and made by .compe 
tent experts who have no personal 
interest in the result. The tests 
should .be free from even the suspic- 
ion of favoritism or partiality of any 
kind, arid !i standard having been es- 
tablished the bidding should be open 
to all wbo can comply with that 
standard. 


ITo retrogression in the matter of 


quality should be contemplated or al- 
lowed. The city wants and should 
have the best and refuse to accept 
anything- less than the best in the 
matter of pavement. Those securing 
contracts should be compelled to give 
a guarantee of five years' wear and 
held strictly to their contracts. This 
is what other-cities are demanding- 
and getting in their contracts for 
brick paving, and Lima should insist 
on and secure as favorable contracts 
as any one. 
But when a high stand- 


ard of quality has been decided upon 
tnere should be open and free compe- 
tition allowed to all bidders who are 
willing and able to comply with it. 
If tnisls done the city can suffer no 
loss and no private individual or cor- 
poration can justly complain of hav- 
ing been refused a chance to compete 
tor paving contracts. 


Ag this win be the first street pav- 


ing done in the city, the adoption of 
brick Tor futore work will depend 


the nutulta which follow the use 


of that material JD thc Square, -For 


this reason it will be to the interest 
of not only the city but the brick 
manufacturers M well to permit only 
the rery choicest grade at paving 
brick to b« use^for this, contract.

elected governor of South Carolina. He 
was re-elected in 1892.

A Substitute Pur Horseljaukltidinc.' 
An apparatus by which both the 


expense and difficulty of riding on a 
live horsa are avoided consists of a 
saddle mounted oa a stand, the interi- 
or works of which are so arranged 
that with a minimum esertiou on the 
part of the rider be may reproduce 
the trotting and galloping motions -if 
a horse. Mounting astride of the 
horse, the rider places his feet on 
supports at the sides, which can be 
raised to auy level and which corre- 
spond to stirrups in ordinary riding. 
In front of him are two handles, 
which can be also raised or lowered, 
thus bringing the muscles of the 
arms and chest into action. 


The whole saddle can be also raised 


or lowered, thus giving an easy trot 
or gallop at the will of the "horse- 
man." 
The rider puts the horse into 


motion by hie movements up and 
down. Thus the apparatus is differ-

To he Beflned at the 
Standard's 


Olean Plant. 


Tlio Work* to b« Enlarged, but Will 


Not A2feot the Bolar Refinery lu thU 
Olty. 


"The Standard Oil Company's ex- 


tensive refining plant, the Acme, at 
North Olean," says the Olean'.Herald, 
"which has long been one of Oleau's 
principal industries, but has of late 
years been running at a reduced ca- 
pacity, is to be considerably enlarged 
and again run at full capacity. 


"The refinery is to be fitted up for 


tlie refining of Lima oil, which has 
heretofore been refined only at Lima, 
Whiting and Cleveland. 


"The proposed change here will 


not decrease their output, but will 
simply increase operations. In fact, 
it is made necessary by the increased 
production. 
Whether or not the 


Acme will continue to refine Pennsyl- 
vania oil 


WILL DEPEND LARGELY 


upon circumstances. The works will 
be fitted up to their full capacity to 
refine Lima oil." 


If the proposed addition to the 


Olean refinery is built, and there is 
now no doubt but that it will be, it 
will not reduce the amount of oil re- 
fined at the Solar refinery. The Solar 
works will be run to their full capac- 
ity just the same. The fact that the 
production of Lima oil is increasing 
beyond the capacity of tbe present 
refineries has forced the company to 
enlarge the Olean plant to keep up 
with the production and demand.
